framed the charter staled that the pro- 
vision inserted therein relative to the 
civil service laws was placed there in 
order that the commissioners might not 
interfere with oflicials and clerks who 
are holding their positions under the 
civil service laws.

Some wore 


football togs and others were stripped 
to the waist.

ond year men v/as to touch the fresh- 
men's bowl man with tho largo wooden 
bowl In the possession of the sopho- 
mores. They failed. 


In the second period the side which 


succeeded in having the largest number 
of hands on the bowl when the mar- 
shals blew their whistles won the con- 
test. The battle waged fiercely for 16 
minutes, and when the big mass of stu- 
dents was dlsenlaglcd Lifson was found 
at the bottom of. the pile with his faca 
deep In the mud. 
He was unconscious, 


as were several of the other students 


able to be present and Interesting let- 
ters were read at the meeting 
which 


followed the reunion and dinner. 


These old-time baseball enthusiasts 


played the game when gloves were not 
used or protectors of any kind".
